LOST BOY. 


A Distracted Mother Appeals to 
the President for Aid, 


Letter From the Captain of the Vessel from 


also Loses a Son—Fate was Against Them. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, October 8,—While President 
Arthur was at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last 
week, he was waited on by a Mrs. Hibben of 
Cincinnati, who asked the assistance of the 
naval authorities to find her son, William C. 
Hibben, 20 years old, who was a passenger 
on board the bark Spartan, Capt. Crogs- 
ley, which Jeft this city for Honolulu 
on March 12, last. The vessel reached 


Anger, Java, on July 9, and proceeded, ex- 
pecting to arrive at her destination six weeks 
later. On July 31, while near the coast of 
Agincourt, ene of the Polynesian islands, 
the Captain sent his son Herbert and two of 
the crewina boat to examine the island. 
Young Hibber was allowed to accompany 
them. That was the last ever seen of the 
boat orthe men. Mrs. Hibber handed the 
President the following ‘etter, which her 
naonaaes recently received from the Cap- 
ain: 
"“KELUNG, Formosa, August 16, 1883. 

“My DEAR Srr—It is with a sad heart that 
I feel compelled to give you an account of 
the calamity that has befallen us on the 31st 
of July, while near the island of Agincourt, 
lhere being at the time but a light air of 
wind and sea smooth, 1 thought best to send 
my son and two men to see if there were any 
outlying dangers, as the ship appeared to be 
drawing near the island, and your son desir- 
ing to accompany them came and asked me 
for the privilege of going with them, and as 
he had been out before in the same boat 
and as | appeenouned no danger, gave per- 
mission. They started ati0:30 a.m. with 
water and provisions in the boat enough to 
last them several days. Before leaving the 
ship 1 told Mr. Crossley that if he saw any- 
thing like :reefs or roeks to wave a flag In 
the direction, 1 should keep the ship and 
when he saw the ship’s ensign-.go up to re- 
turn immediately. After the boat had 
nearly reached the island 

HE WAVED HIS FLAG, 

as lL understood to keep a little off, and at 
the same time, say about 11:30 
a. m., I found the ship drifting by 
and set my flag for the boat 
te return, fand tried to g et the ship 
about, to keep as near as possible to them, 
but the tide, which before had not been 
noticed, seemed to drift us, there not being 
at the time wind enough to move the ship 
through the water to make it steer away 
from the island towards another about ten 
miles away, called Craig. About LO o’clock, 
a light breeze springing up, we got the ship 
about and stood back towards the island 
near as possible, but the wind was not in a 
position that 1 could get close. Between 
12 and 1 o'clock the »poat was 
seen pulling towards the __ island, 
and they being near the land we lost sight of 
them. ut we passed houses andtwo men 
were seen on the island. At 4 o’elock in the 
afternoon we were near enough to see small 
objects on the island, but no return of the 
boat, and night coming on I felt very much 


had proven unfriendly, and tackted 
island all night; 
KEEPING TORCH-LIGHTS FLAMING 
at short intervals. But morning came and 
no boat, and, fearing they had tried to land 
and got into treuble with the nat- 
ives i thought best to lose no 
time to get assistance from _ this 
port. On arrival herel learned that ihe 
natives Were friendly and that no possible 
danger could happen them if they landed. 
My fears were somewhat lessened and 1 
made haste to send them assistance. On 
August 1, at 10:30 p. m., we came to anchor 
outside this port, but owing to — winds 
could not get in until the 2d, and there being 
no steamer here 1 sent a messenger for one 
to Tamoal. Sunday I sent a five-ton fishing 
boat, and seven men and one of my crew, 
but they did not get far. A small steamer 
having arrived was- dispatched as 
soon as possible. Mr. John Dodd, English 
Consular Agent of Tomsui and this port, did 
all in his power to heip me. On the return 
of the small steamer, the China was sent by 
Mr. Dodd from Tomsui and I went in her to 
visit the island. The natives came on board 
through the surf, but we failed to get any 
tidings of them, the natives saying that they 
did not see the boat at all. 
1 COULD NOT LAND, 
as the sea was rough at the time. Since that 
time a Chinese gunboat has visited the islands 
with one of my men on board, and a thor- 
ough search was made, but failedin gaining 
any tidings of the missing ones. As soon as 
possible assistance was applied for from our 
Consul at Amoy, for a gunboat to search the 
adjacent islands, but, as he was about to vis- 
it Japan with his family, he did not take any 
active measures for relief, as I hear, 1 have 
been overland twice to Tamsui to see what 
could be done, and, so far, with very unsat- 
isfactory results. Up to the present time 
Mr. John Dodd, an Englishman of much ex- 
perience, had done more for me than I could 
expect. But the surrounding difficulties seem 
to place a barrier not to be easily oyercome. 
So far all has been done that could be, and 
with unsatisfactory results. I have strong 
hopes that they may be picked up by pass- 
ing vessels, in which case you would be 
likely to hear of it sooner than myself. I 
have tried to communicate by cable with the 
States, but so far I have heard 
NOTHING IN REPLY. 
It is a terrible blow, both to you and me, and 
must caus» muchysorrow and suffering in 
our families, but t have strong hopes that 
they may yet be picked up and janded safely. 
The effect tells heavily at present on me, but 
I hope we may be spared any further ca- 
lamities, and that the missing ones may be 
restored. Yours in sorrow, 
“l. P. Crossixy.” 
Presiaent Arthur promised to do ali in his 
power to assist the sorfowing mother to re- 
cover her son if he is still alive.

cussion of the Act of March 31, 1883—

Judge Amos Thayer this morning handed 
down an elaborate opinion in the case of 
William L. Ewing, Mayor of the city, against 
Clarence L. Hoblitzelle, ‘the Recorder of 
Voters. Following is the decision in full: 

“The Mayor of the city seeks an injunc- 
tion to restrain the defendaut from appvint+ 


ing judges aud clerks of election at a special 
election to be held on October 23, 1883, for 
the election of a President of the Board 
fof Assessors, vice David Powers, deceased. 
An act of the Legislature approved March 
31, 1883, devolves:the power of selectin 
vuting places and appointing judges : naa 
clerks of election upoh the defendant Hub- 
litzelle, whoat present fills the office of 
Recorder of Voters. The injunction is prayed 
for solely on the ground that the act last 
referred to is unconstitutional and void in so 
far as it attempts to devolve on the Recorder 
* of Voters the power to appoint judges and 
clerks of election, and to cauvass the vote 
at city elections. It will suffice to state 


briefly 
THE VIEWS OF THE COURT 
respecting the various objections that have 
been urged against the validity of the law. 
In my opinion the act does not 
contravene seciion 28, article 4 of 
the Cunstituiion, which requires that 
“no, bil * * * shall contain more than 
one subject,” for the following reasons: In 
the case of the City of St. Louis vs. Tiefel, 
42 Mo., 578, it was heid that the last men- 
tioned constituiional provision was only in- 
tended “‘to prevent the conjoining in the 
same act of incongruous maitersand of sub- 
jects having no legislative connection.” It 
was further said in the said case that the 
provsiion in question was mainly designed 
to prevent measures from being sinuggied 
through the Legislature under a disguised 
or misleading title, and that it should never 
be so construed as to embarrass legisiation 
by compelling a needless multiplication 
of separate bills. According to 
this ruie, when the Legislature 
addresses itself toa given subject of legisla- 
tion it may properiy embrace inthe same 
act whatever naturally pertains to it or is 
connected with the subject in hand. The 
Legisiature is not compelled to subuivi de its 
Work 
AS MINUTELY AS A NATURALIST 
would divide objects into genus and species 
and frame a bil: for each special topic. The 
constitutional prevision requiring an act to 
embrace but one subject is compiied with if 
each part of the act has a natural and obvi- 
ous relation to all other parts, and the biil as 
awhole is harmonious and covers but one 
subject matter. The actof March 31, 1883, 
tested by this rule is, in my opinion, valid. 
By section 5 of article 80f the Constitution, 
the General Assembly were required ‘'to pro- 
vide by law for the registratiun of all voters 
in cities having a population ai more 
than 100,000 inhabitants.”” fhe duty of pro- 
viding a system of registration necessitated 
the appointment of 4 registration officer, and 
a detieition of his powers and duties. ‘The 
act In question goes no furtler in this direc- 
tion than is seemingly proper. It creates an 
officer styled the Recorder of Voters, and 
provides how that office may be filled by ap- 
Thus far no ob- 
tag ww is made totheact. It then defines 
he powers to be exercised by that officer, 
and provides how they shall be exercised. 
This iatter part of tire act, defining the pow- 
ers of the Recorder of Vvters, to which ob- 
jection is made on the score that it isa. sec- 
ond and independent subject-matter, is in 
my judgment, as gerinain to tue act as the 


nade, and unless it can be maintained that 
the powers conferred upon the Recorder of 
Voters bad been, previous tothe act of March 
31, 1883, irrevocabDiy conferred upon the city

Accompanying the report was a note writ- 
ee on a scrapot paper and reading as fol-

“LITTLE DARLING—May you soon find a 
true friend. I leave thee now in the care of 
God. My little angel, good-bye.” 

‘There is something in that case,” said 
Secretary Williams, as he exhibited the note, 
whieh was written in a hand that any lady 
mignt be proud of. ‘The characters were 
fanitiessly formed and the spelling without 
an error. 

“Whatis done with these cases?” a re- 
porter asked. 

“Nothing. They are given to the press, 
It would do no good to spend any time hunt- 
ing down these cases. It would be most 
difficult to get at the bottom of them.” 

“What kind of children are usually aban- 
doned ?”’ 

‘‘The middle and poorer classes; most fre- 
quently the poorest. The unfortunate rich 
women have other ways of disposing of the 
évidence of their shame. They leave home 
on the pretence of making a visit to 
friends at some distant pvint, and 
in this way escape the notoriety 
they would gain while at home, We have 
about thirty or forty cases a year which we 
send to St. Ann’s Asylum, corner of Tenth 
and O’ Failon streets. Of course we can’t 
tell how many cases of abandonment takes 
place in the city during the year, as a great 
Inany are not reported to us at ail. I sup- 
pose they amount to near 100 a year. Fre- 
quently strangers take charge of these found- 
lings without reporting to the potice,and more 
frequently these terrible domestic secrets 
are never exposed to but one or two parties 
and they never come to light.- Often these 
children are abandoned ia open daylight by 
their mothers. Only afew weeks agu a young 
woman heavily veiled boarded a Market 
street car near Summit and Clark avenues, 
and rode down to Twelfti street. She sud- 
denly turned to a little gir! and asked her to 
hold her child for a moment. . The little girl 
took the infaut and the mother suddealy 
left her seat and elbowing her way through 
-the crowd gained the door, and stepping olf 
soon disappeared at Twelfth and Chesnut 
Streets. Just as bold an abandonment took 
place last weekjon the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco train. A well dressed woman bought 
a ticket at Union Depotand took her seat, 
carrying an infantin her arms. At Rolla, Mo., 
she disappeared and the child was taken in 
chargé by the conductor, who brought his 
deadhead passenger back tothis city and we 
sént it to St. Anu’s Asylum. In the city 
these children are abandoned in the halls of 
public buildings, on front door steps, in back 
yards and like places. A favoriie place is 
the steps of St, Ann’s asylum, where the 
door bell has often called the good sisters 
out from their devotions to take ‘n some 
abandoned little waif. The large majority o} 
them necessarily die. Taken from their 
mothers, at such an extremely tender age, it 
would reaily be a miracle if they all sur- 
vived. 

Ali the infants taken up by the police are 
sent to St. Ann’s Foundling Asylum, on the 
southeast corner of Tenth and O'Fallon 
streets. This institation is a very materia! 
aid to the city, and is really a city depart- 
ment. li it were not in ex- 
istence the foundlings would’ necessarily 
have to be sent to the Poor House, where the 
chances of surviving inthe hands of hired 
nurses would be extremely small. ‘he Sis- 
ters of St. Ann’s are averse. to any 
notoriety aud are content with dving 
good. The reporter who calls for 
information will be gently foiled in the ob- 
jects of lis mission, by the sweet taced sis- 
ter who waits on the caller. ‘The waifs are 
kept at this institution until they reach a 
hardier age, when they are either taken out 
by some responsible family or transferred to 
oue of the ifstitutions where orphans are 
cared for.

A Paris Rookery. 
From the rall Mall Gazette. 

The foulest and most dangerotis of the 
rookeries with which old Paris used to 
abound has only just disappeared. It was a 
small court known as the Citydu Tarn; and, 
although it practically consisted only of the 
two houses pumbered 84 and 86 Rue de 
Meaux, and of additions to them, it gaye 
shelter at one time to no less than 263 differ- 
ent families, comprising in ali 1,750 persons. 
The landlord was a man pamed Gand, who, 
besides letting lodgings, svld wine, meat, 
groceries, milk, fruit and haberdashery to 
his tenants, and also kept some kind otf or- 
der among them. The lodgers were without 
exception chiffoniers. Every room was oc- 
cupied by at least three families, each of 
which provided its own. truss of straw and 
squatted in its own corner, and by day as 
well as by night drunken orgies of the most 
frightful kind used to be indylged tn by these 
human savages.

SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 


Prospects of the Mississippi State Uni- 
versity—Land Grants. 

During the past week thePolytechnic has 
been besieged with dispensers of educational 
lore from various States, and this morning 
on meeting a Mississippi educator, Dr. John 


E in ei a professor of the Mississippi State 
U 


iversity, en route for Oxford, the educa- 


tional reporter of the Post-DisPatcu 
asked : sae 

“And wis the educational cause pro- 
gressing inthe northern partof your State aid 

“Weil”? answered the Professor, assuming 
a - confidential pose, “Il am inclined to 
think “that the South, and especially the 
State of Mississippi, will meet all the expec- 
tations of Northern educaters. Our State 
University began its thirty-first session last 
week under very flattering auspices. It 
madequite a forward movement last year by 
opening its doors to young ladies. . Some 
twenty of them are enrolled this year. 

“Have you an able faculty?” | 

‘The chancellor is the distinguished Alex- 
ander P. Stewart; the faculty proper con- 
sists of abouttwenty of the best educators 
of the South, embracing such men as Dr. 
Joba J. Wheat. Gen. Claudius W. Sears, Dr. 
John L. Johnson, Dr. Richard M. Jones and 
Prof. James M. Long and others of equal 
eminence.” 

“What is the scope of your work ?” 

“It embraces every department of litera- 
ture, and there is an agricultural and me- 
chanical department, and two normal schools, 
in the university course. The university 
was originally endowed by a grant of public 
Jand mace by Congress. The proceeds of 
the land sales were paid into the State treas- 
ury, and the Mississippi Legislature has rec- 
ognised an indebtedness of $544,061 to the 
university. An interest of 6 per cent. is paid 
on this, thus giving the university an annual 
income of $32,643.’

His power of argument, persuasive elo- 
quence and charming address has filled the 
“pro” Cathedral in London with devoted 
followers and has drawn many Protestants 
to the Catholic faith. So marked has been 
his success in this respect that he has earned

TITLE OF “THE GREAT CONVERTOR.” 
The conversion of the Marquis. of 
Bute, the Marquis of Ripon, Viceroy of 
India, and other nearly as distinguished 
proselytes are attributed to the irresistible 
powers of Mgr. Capel. Within the last few 
years the Mensignor started a Catholic 
University in Engiand to take the place to 
the Catholic popuilation-that Oxford and 
Cambridge occupy inthe Church of England, 
but the enterprise met with disaster and Mgr. 
Capel has been harassed by litigation aud 
spent last year at Rome. It is probable, ow- 
ing to entorced idleness, that the opportuni- 
ty long desired to visit America was given 
him. He comes, according to his own state- 
ment, for the purpose of seeing America and 
of studying American people and institu- 
tions in a private capacity, although 
he consents to lecture on iil- 
portant religious topics when requested.

He 
visited Eastern cities and watering places 
during the summer and expects to view 
most of the thriving centers of the West.

UNIVERSITY CLUB. 


Important Meeting To-morrow Night— 
its Heavy Indebtedness. 


Notices are out fora regular meeting of 
the University Club to-morrow evening. An 
amendment to the constitution and by-laws in 
the shape of an extra assessment will be the 
chief subject to occupy the attention of 
members. The regular dues of the club have 
been heretofore regulated by the 
board of Directors, they being author- 
ized to assess’ each member for 


any amount, not to exceed $50 per annum. 
They have gone to the !imitin their assess- 
ments ever since the club moved intoits new 
quarters in the Jaccard building. Still, the 
club is heavily in debt, and an extra assess- 
ment upon the members seems imminent. 
When the matter of removing the club from 
its old quarters on Washington avenue was 
first discussed, the older members cautioned 
the younger and more ardent advocates @& the 
change to move slow, telling them that 
the outlay attending the removal and the fit- 
ting up of the building for the purpose of a 
club-hoyse, together with the great increase 

nd expenses, would bankrupt the 

ss the membership was increased 
and the greatest economy used. The advice 
was unheeded; the change was made, and 
one year after the removal the club found 
itself $10,000 in debt. An _ attempt 
to liquidate this indebtedness by sub- 
scription was resorted to, and some 
$3,000 raised. This, of course, does not re- 
lieve the burden of the club to any great ex- 
tent. ‘he board of directors, by a proper 
vote of the club, have authority to issue 
bonds to the amount of $50,000, and it is not 
atall improbable that this expedient will 
have to be resorted to in order to pay off the 
outstanding indebtedness. In addition to this 
the amendment to be _ discussed  to- 
morrow calis for an extra yearly assess- 
ment of $25, making it $75 in all. 
It is liable to be voted down, and yet it is 
difficult to see how the club can be run suc- 
cessfully on any less amount. ‘The rent 
alone is $7,000 peranuum. It is hoped that 
there will bea full attendance to-morrow 
night, and the members having the interest 
of the club at heart will come forward and 
devise soine means for lifting the club out of 
its present embarrassed condition.
